
JACK DERBYSHIRE SUCCUMBS 
FOLLOWING SAD ACCIDENT 

Jack Derbyshire passed away in the C.N.P. 
Hospital early Wednesday evening following 
an accident while at work that morning. 

From the time of the accident, Coleman 
people kept a constant check on his condition, 
hoping that Jack would pull through. 

Jack was employed sweeping the tracks at a crossing when 
tipple workers started moving fully loaded box cars down the track. 
It is believed that Jack failed to hear the cars approaching and had 
his back towards them, with the result that one car knocked him down 
and ran over both legs. He was rushed to the local hospital, where 
every effort was made to save his life. 

As mentioned in last week’s Journal, a car bringing four 
quarts of special type blood from Lethbridge to Derbyshire, rolled 
over about 500 yards from its destination and was completely de¬ 
molished. 

The driver of the Oldsmobile, George B. Davies, president 
and general manager of Lethbridge Iron Works, and Mr. Robert 
Onofrechuk were taken to the local hospital for a check-up and later 
removed to St. Michael’s Hospital in Lethbridge. Mr. Davies was re¬ 
ported suffering from shock and undetermined injuries; Mr. Onofre¬ 
chuk suffering bruises. 

Despite the extensive damage to the car, only one of the 
\ four bottles of blood was broken.

Jury Decides 
Death Accidental 

A verdict of accidental death 
with no blame attached to 
anyone was returned by the 

Jury ti CwnmtjTu dfury out 

Monday night investigating 
into the death of Jack Derby¬ 
shire. Dr. Liesemer presided 
over the inquest, assisted by 
mines inspector P. Melsom. 

Dr. Aiello testified that de¬ 
ceased was admitted to hospi¬ 
tal at 10.45 a. m., suffering 
from shock, his left thigh al¬ 
most completely amputated in 
the upper third and his right 
leg amputated in the lower 
third. The patient was given 
shock treatment but never ac¬ 
tually came out of the shock. 
About 5 o’clock a complete 
amputation of the left thigh 
was made to stop bleeding 
and attempt to end shock. 
The patient died at 9.10 p.m. 
The immediate cause of death 
was shock. 

A. E. Graham was the se¬ 
cond witness called, present¬ 
ing a plan of the area involved 
and explained it to the jury. 

Fred Bosetti, yard foreman 
stated that he was in charge 
of the crew and he and the 
deceased were cleaning swit¬ 
ches. He warned Jack to be 
careful of cars being let down, 
moved to another switch for 
four or five minutes. Return¬ 
ing he saw Jack laying on the 
gtound and men gathered 
around. 

Robert Franz, car loader, 
stated that he was not on 
Bhift at the wash house. On 
leaving, he met Jack who ask¬ 
ed the time, telling him that 
it was 15 or 20 after ten. He 
never saw him again. 

Frank DeCecco informed 
the Coroner that he was load¬ 
ing slack, and outlined how 
he spotted cars. When a car 
was loaded, he said, he mov¬ 
ed them about 20 fee to make 
room for empties under the 
chute. Then he released the 
brake on the loaded car and 
started down- He looked over 
the top of the car, saw no one 
so proceeded. 

Q. Why could'nt you see

A. The brake was at the 
back, the west side.

The crossing was 
clear when the first two trips 
were made. 

Q. From your evidence then 
the car was heaped high and 
the brake was on the back. Is

A. I just get on, look over 
the top and go. 

Q. When did you first see 
Derbyshire? 

A. When I first passed the 
crossing I heard a yell, but I 
thought it was someone from 
the tipple, I never thought it 
was anything like that. I 
heard a scream again and 
looked around and saw a fel¬ 
low on the track. I put the 
brakes on, got off and went 
back to the man. Another 
man was already there, I look¬ 
ed at him, but I could’nt look 
again, I was confused, walking 
around not knowing what I 
was doing. I called for help 
and lots of men came right 
away. 

Q. Where you ever instruct¬ 
ed to look and make sure there 
was no one on the track? 

A. I never saw anyone on 
the first two trips and did’nt 
expect anyone. 

Q. How long have you 
been on this job? 

A. 31 years. 

Q. Is this the first time 
anything like this has hap 
pened? 

A. Yes. 

At this point Mr. Bosetti 
was recalled for further quest¬ 
ioning, 

Q. Are there any mining 
or company regulations in re¬ 
gards spotting cars to make 
sure that no one is around, or 
is every man to look after 
himself? 

A. We look down before we 
go, and the men working on 
the track are always told to 
watch. 

Q. Was Derbyshire work¬ 
ing where he was supposed 
to be? 

A. Yes. 

Norman Ash, Union Secret¬ 
ary checked the evidence re¬ 
garding Stop Signs at the 
crossings. He asked if there is 
any warning signal that was 
used when cars were being let 
down. The answer was no, 


Mines Inspector Melsom 
brought out the fact that the 
C.P.R. crossing is at the same 
place and is just as dangerous. 
There is no warning system 
on their line. Men working at 
the spot daily know the risks 
and besides the two stop signs 
other signs are posted setting 
speed limit at 10 m.p.h. 

Following this, Doctor Lies¬ 
emer summed up the evidence 
amnting out that no one saw 
tHe man run over, and it was 
assumed that he was struk 
by a car passing. The only 
evidence was that Mr. De¬ 
Cecco heard two yells, looked 
down and saw a man. At this 
point the jury retired. 

Police Committee 
Plans New Signs 

Driver guidance signs for 
Coleman may be improved as the 
result of study by the Town Po¬ 
lice committee. 

At the last regular council 
meeting Councillor Jenkins, chair¬ 
man of the Police committee in¬ 
formed council of the following 
recommendations: 

• New signs at the approaches 
to town, signs that will show up 
better. This would include such 
places as the Kananaski Road, the 
Carbondale Hil land the Overpass. 
The sign at the Overpass would 
warn motorists that they are still 
in town when they turn onto the 
highway and thus must proceed 
at 25 m.p.m. 

• A stop sign at Bayon’s corn¬ 
er stopping traffic from 4th to 
3rd street. This comer is consid¬ 
ered a blind spot and the route 
is used heavily during icy con¬ 
ditions. The placing of a stop sign 
here would assist the motorist 
coming up the hill when roads 
are icy. 

• It was proposed that a di¬ 
rectional sign could guide cars 
under the underpass and up onto 
the highway via the road to the 
rodeo grounds. This would be espe¬ 
cially valuable when the hill is icy. 

• Erection of slow signs at the 
Bluff going to West Coleman. 

• Ten minutes parking on 
Main Street just in front of the 
Post Office.

SCHOOL BOARD RESTRICTS 
USE OF AUDITORIUM 


At the last regular meeting of Coleman 
School Board a motion was passed that appli¬ 
cations received after January 1st for use of 
the Auditorium wi 11 be refused, to hold an event 
for which admission is charged. 

This matter has been under consideration 
by the Board for some months, members feel¬ 
ing that permitting the use of the Auditorium 
harmed those organizations who own halls and 


pay taxes for same. 

A. E. Graham was present at 
the meeting representing Coleman 
Lions Club with a request to use 
the Auditorium on January 25. As 
this request had been made in 
December permission was granted. 

The secretary was instructed to 
write a letter to the local A.TA., 
thanking them for the supper and 
social evening on November 25. 
Another letter was to be sent to 
Mr. Spillers, congratulating him 
for the manner in which he con¬ 
ducted the event. 

Mrs. J. Hanrahan’s application 
to 'be put on the substitute teach¬ 
ers’ list was accepted. 

The bus report was accepted and 
the secretary and janitors were 
paid for their work in handling of 
school books. 

Principal Allen reported a total 
attendance of 601, an increase of 
16 over last month. Average at¬ 
tendance was 95.7 per cent. School 
will close for Christmas holidays 
from December 23 until January 
3rd. 

Trustees Term of Office 

The following letter was receiv¬ 
ed from the Department of Edu¬ 
cation setting out new regulations 
for the trustees term of office. 


It has been brought to our at¬ 
tention that, as a result of the 
1954 amendment to Section 97 of 
the School Act, 1952, extending 
the term of office in a town school 
district from two to three years, 
there will be no expiry of office 
in the year 1957. Unless this situ¬ 
ation is corrected, no elections will 
be held, except to fill vacancies 
in unexpired terms, in the year 
1957, and in every third year 
thereafter. 

Since we believe that electors 
and boards would prefer that at 
least one trustee be elected annu¬ 
ally, we propose to recommend to 
the minister that he issue an ord¬ 
er under Section 157. If issued this 
order will provide that, with re¬ 
spect to elections held in 1955 to 
fill vacancies resulting from ex¬ 
piry of term of office. 

(a) In case of election by ac¬ 
clamation, the trustee last nomin¬ 
ated. and 

<b) in case of election following 
a poll, the trustee elected with the 
smallest number of votes 
shall hold office only until 1957. 
This will result in the expiry of 
at least one term of office each 
year. 


Firemen Will Get 
Proctice Poy Boost 

Coleman Volunteer Fire Dept, 
members will be boosted to *2.00 
per practice effective the first of 
the year. This move will bring the 
mens pay in line with such cen¬ 
tres as Rossland, Blairmore, Kim¬ 
berley and Drumheller. 

Council and Fire Chief Montal- 
betti discussed the practice pay 
rates at last council meeting, com¬ 
ing up with the decision to revise 
pay for both practices and calls. 

Members of the brigade had not 
presented a request for more pay, 
however council felt that as other 
centres were higher than Cole¬ 
man, some consideration should 
be given. This action was taken 
to make certain that Coleman re¬ 
tains the high calibre force that 
it presently enjoys. One member 
of the council summed it up with 
the statement: “It’s too late to 
worry about the cost when a fire 
starts.”

What's Cooking 
Cancer Education 

“Cancer education must reach 
and be acted upon by the individ¬ 
ual in order to be effective,” Mr. 
Dick Diespecker, National chair¬ 
man of the Education committee 
of the Canadian Cancer Society 
stated recently. Whereas commun¬ 
icable diseases can be checked by 
community control such as quar¬ 
antine, sanitation and immuniza¬ 
tion, only the individual can pro¬ 
tect himself against the advance 
of the disease by having early ex- 
aminatio nand treatment. 

For this reason the Cancer So¬ 
ciety spent $270,000 on public edu¬ 
cation during 1953.

Local Teachers Hold 
Institutes In Pass 

Elementary teachers of the Pin- 
cher Creek Inspectorate have re¬ 
cently held a series of single grade 
institutes of the demonstration 
discussion type. For each institute 
the room teacher carried out her 
regular morning program for the 
benefit of the visiting group. At 
noon the pupils were dismissed and 
the teacher*, spent the afternoon 
in round-table discussion of pro¬ 
fessional problems. 

Grade I teachers had the privi¬ 
lege of visiting Mrs. Margaret Ut¬ 
ley and her class at Bellevue where 
they saw many excellent teaching 
techniques practised by a re¬ 
sourceful and industrious teacher. 
Special mention was made of the 
neatness and the orderly behavior 
of the pupils, of the wide variety 
of reading methods employed, and 
of the many excellent “breaks” 
which keep the pupils from tiring. 

Another day Mrs. Annie McLean 
of Coleman did the demonstration 
teaching for grade 2 teachers of 
the inspectorate. They were able to 
observe the excellence of her 
teaching in all the activities of 
the morning as well as the com¬ 
petence of her thirty pupils in 
chorus reading, silent reading, 
spelling, printing and arithmetic. 
Outstanding strengths were the 
economy of time and the variety 
of interesting drill devices used 
to get repetition without tiring the 
pupils. The spelling lessons, for 
example, included ten different 
ways to impress the words on the 
pupil’s minds. 

The grade 3 teachers were pri¬ 
vileged to visit Mrs. Edna Evans 
and her class at Blairmore School. 

A sympathetic understanding of 
children and a clear knowledge of 
child psychology formed the basis 
for many excellent teaching de¬ 
vices. The morning was climaxed 
by a reading lesson which included 
high motivation, word study for 
meaning and pronunciation, pho¬ 
netic and structural study of 
words, silent reading, choral read¬ 
ing, and a delightful visualization 
activity with each child drawing 
a picture to show the meaning he 
had gathered from the story. 

Mrs. Olga McDonald with her 
grade 4 class at Coleman Central 
School gave much help and in¬ 
spiration to the grade 4 staff. Ex¬ 
cellent economy of time enabled 
the teacher to lead eight strongly 
motivated and thorough lessons 
during the morning. In addition 
she introduced several interesting 
and relaxing “breaks.” Each les¬ 
son showed clarity of aim, atten¬ 
tion to fundamental understand¬ 
ings and wide variety of approach 
to the main problems. In addition 
to the intellectual content, moral 
ideas were introduced and made 
vital to the children. 

Grade 6 teachers joined with 
those of grade 6 to visit Cameron 
School where Mrs. Geraldine Mon- 
talbetti gives vital leadership. 
While Mrs. Montalbetti modestly 
tries to give the credit for her 


pupils’ excellence to the teachers 
of the lower grades, it was soon 
evident to the visitors that her 
own work is a powerful factor in 
helping the pupils and in spurring 
them on to higher competence. 
The teaching illustrated speed in 
routine matters and in drilled 
knowledge, balanced by careful 
thinking on new ideas. The 
teacher’s emphasis on basic ideas, 
on diagrams for visualization, on 
precision of language, on signific¬ 
ance of current events, on clear 
speech and on “then and there” 
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remedial teaching made the morn¬ 
ing a memorable one. 

The afternoon discussions which 
followed the morning demonstra¬ 
tions were led by Mr. J. A. McKay, 
Superintedndent of Schools for the 
area. Each group discussed prob¬ 
lems pertaining especially to its 
own grade level.

They want 
no part of totalitarianism because day after day they are enjoying 
the fruits of democratic action through their credit unions. 

Credit unions are free enterprise in the best sense of the 
term. They are owned and operated by their membership. They are 
thoroughly democratic in control: the members elect their own offi¬ 
cers and committeemen from their own number.
